sonian institution that the temperature 
of the earth Is materially affected by 
Iho variation of the aim's output of 
radiation; that is, the daily changes in 
the radiations from thesun, which be- 
come heat when they reach and pcnc- 
tmLc our atmosphere, indicates forth- 
coming changes hi tho temperature of 
the cnrlh for tho next few days. 


By taking: into account, therefore, the

tors nnd employes engaged in Indus- 
tries essential to the conduct of

war who permit their differences

paralyze such Industries may ttnd them 
selves brought up with n sharp turn 
by the government. 


This is what may happen to them: — 
Tho President nmy ta«kc over such 


Industries and operate them fur the 
government for such length of time as 
he deems necessary during the war, 
and pay the owners such compensation 
as he coiiaiders just. 


Tho President may compel tho em- 


ployes of such Industries to work for 
the government by drafting them In- 
to tho military forces of tho United 
States as 
"special 
and 
technical 


IL oops." 


The foregoing1 
statement Is based 


not only on the following provisions of 
the Food Control and Selective Draft 
laws but upon the opinion of an offi- 
cial whose Identity cannot ho disclosed. 


Section 1? of the Food Control law 


is in part as follows: — 


"That whenever the President shall 


find it necessary to secure an adequate 
supply of necessaries for the support 
of the army or the maintenance of the 
navy or for any other public use con- 
nected with the common defence ho is 
authorized to requisition 
and take 


over, for use or operation by tho gov- 
ernment, any factory, packing house, 
oil pipe line, mine or other plant, or 
any part thereof, in or through which 
any necessaries are or may be niiuiu-.

ilecm necessary, and to embody them 
Into organizations and to officer them 
ns provided In the third paragraph of 
Section 1 nnd Section 0 of this act.1' 


Section 12 of the Food Control Jaw, 


also contains the following provisions: 


"The President Is authorized to pre- 


scribe such regulations as may deem 
essential for carrying out the purposes 
of this section, Including the operation 
of any such factory, mine, or plant or. 
part thereof, nnd the employment, con 
trol and compensation of employees'." 


It Is Insisted that the provisions of 


these laws above 
quoted constitute 


explicit authority In the President to 


compel employees to operate industries 
essential to the conduct of the war, 
and it is further maintained that even 
if the language employed in these acts 
of Congress were 
less 
clear, there 


would be an implied authority In the 
executive, 'under tho broad terms of 
the Food .Control law, to tako steps 
avert such a catastrbphy as .would re- 
sult from the paralysis of any.import- 
ant war industry of the United States.

The manufacturers claim that there 


is such a demand by tho 
stores for 


bright colored -wool, that they do not 
have enough to make tho khaki colors 
with. It lias been brought out that the 
reason for this demand for bright col- 
ors Is that tho knitters 
arc malting 


sweaters and other clothing for them- 
selves and unintentionally robbing tho 
soldiers and sailors engaged. In de- 
fending the country of tho.warm gar- 
ments they so much need this winter. 
Tlie New York society which Is trying 
to change this condition havo posters 
out in which those who use bright col- 
ored wooien yarn for themselves are 
called "pink patriots." 


Su great has been the demand of 


woolen yarn that the manufacture: s 
are working night and day and not 
keeping up with the orders, but they 
claim that the store keepers aro de- 
manding tho fancy colors as their best 
sellers mid they have to fill thoso or- 
ders. In some places It has been pin li- 
ned to have the colored yarns returned 
and dyed flhaki. The demand bus also 
sent the price of yarn soaring so that 
It Is now at the top price ever received 
and still climbing. The result is that 
the Kcd Cross Chapters nro finding It 
harder to secure funds for the yarn, 
as It takes practically (3,00 worth of 
yarn to knit n sweater such as the 
Red .Cross authorize.
